ANOTHER BIG TUNNEL.

———————

The United States and Canada to be United
by s Tunnel Over Elght Thousand Feet
in Length under the Detroit River.

From the Iron Age.

The buildingof the great sub-fluvial tunnel
under the Detrolt river, the completion of which
I8 now assured b‘y the practical consolidation of
the Michigan Central and Great Western Rall-
roods, will be the greatest engineering work of
its kind ever profected in this country, If not in
the world. The lake tunnel at Chicago, though
of considerable length, is of small capacity, and
will bear no comparizon with that to be built at
Detroit, while thoee carried under the river at
the former city, though of good size, are so short
at to be in all respects inferior to the present
undertaking as engineering works. In the

of ita construction, in the capacity it will have

under water, and in the amount of bLusiness

which will pass through it, the Detreit tunnel
will certainly have no rival upon this continent
until the long-contemplated scheme of uniting

New York with the New Jersey shore by a tun-

nel under the Hudzon is carried into effect.

The plan finally adopted by the tunael com-
pany for the construction of the great work s
substantially the same as that prepared some
months since by Mr., Chesbrough, of Chicago.
The léngth from the Detroit to the Canada por
tal will be 8508 feet. It will be binlit in two
separate parts, with a view to diminishing the
amount of excavation necessary, and lessening
the liability to accident, and also for the impor-
tant consideration that, If an accident should
occur In one half, the other would still be avail-
able for the paesage of trains. The parallel
tunnels will be cylindrical in form, and will be
fifty feet apart.

THE INTERIOR DIAMETER

of each is 181 feet, and at all points under the

river the shell of masonry will tbe two feet in

thickness. The excavation will be made through

o ftratum of bard clay, aod it is not intended

that It shounld at any point ceme within less than

20 feet of the surface of the bed. Whenever it

ie found that the distance is less than this ave-

rage, clay will be filled in to a sufficient depth
to avold the possibility of rccident, In addition
to the main tunnels a small drainage tonnel,
with an ioterior diameter of five feet, will be
built considerably below the main lines and mid-
way between them. This will be first con-
structed, in order to drain the main tunnels
while the work }\rngresscﬂ. as well as after-
ward, and also to fully develop the character of
the goll at the commencement of the work. The
grade of the transit tunnels is one in fifty at each
end, with 1000 feet of level line under the river.

IMMIGRATION STATISTICS.

The Annual Report of the New York Come-
missloners,

From the annual report of the Commissloners
of Emigration, which has just been lssned, it
appears that the total number of passengers
landed at New York during 1870 was 255,480, of
whom 212,170 were aliens, a decrease of 45,560
from the number in 1869. The number of Ger-
man immigrants in 1570 was 72,350, less by
27,255 than during the preceding year. The
total number of Irish immigrants, 65,168, also
shows a decrease of 1036, Of these immigranis
104,088 came in gteamers, and 15,5824 in sailing
veesels. The number of persons relieved last
year My the Commissioners of Emigration] was
71,579, and the amount of commutation money
recelved by the commigsioners was $531,836°50,
of which aeurgllua of #i06,663'88 remained on
the 31st of December. The commission has
now been in existence for twenty-four years,
duriog which time 4,500,000 Immigrants have
landed in New York, of whom 1,320,912 have
been assisted and provided with employment.
On the 2d of February the commissioners re-
golved to reduce the amount of the commuta
tion money from $250 to £1-50. The report
concludes with an allusion to the frequent
evasion of the payment of the commutation
money by several of the steamship companies,
by landing immigrants at anotbher port, and
forwarding them by rail to New York. These
im ulgrants are c.‘:?ressly excluded by law from
all the benefits of the landing depot and the
resources of Ward's Island, The commissioners
therefore suggest that all railroad and steam-
ship companies should be compelled to pay
commutation for all immigrants so transporied
from other polnts to New York.

AFFRAY IN A CATHOLIC CHURCH,

A Lunatic Stabs o Man aund Braundishes
an Axe—The Congregation Threaten to
ll,'ntll Him.

IJurlnE the morning service on Sunday in the
Roman Catholie Chureh of 8t. Vincent Ferrer,
ot Lexington avenue and Bixty-slxth street, New
York, Jobn Gibney, an Irish stone-cutter, aged
thirty-five, entered, wenring his hat. The sex-
ton, James McLarney, requested him to remove
it. Gibpey refused, and the sexton ordered him
to leave the church. Gibney declined to go,
and as he acted in & ecomewhat disorderly man-
uer, two or three of the congregation stepped
forward to assist the gexton in expelling him. e
then drew a knife and stabbed Michael Cally In
the bead, the point of the blade bresking off
and remaining in the skoll, inflietiog a very
gerious wound. Beveral other members of Lhe
congregation then came up and were about (o
geize Gibney, when he drew an axe from under
bis coat, flourished it over his head, and loudly
declared that he wonld **brain any man” who
attempted to interfere with him. The excite-
mept among the congregation now became
intense, Many shouted “Hang bim!" "J.P-ucu
bim !”" apd a rope was u:er:d?ly procured. A
rueh was made for him, and he was seized and
disarmed, but before the crowd could earry
their threats of lvnching into execution officers
appeared, took Gibney into custody, and locked
him up In the East Fifty-nioth Street Pollce
Statlon, It is believed that he 2 insaue on the
question of religion.
